For Work and No Pay— 

A racket that has been going on 
for the past year or more in Oak- 
land should be given wide publicity

girls wait for two hours for work 
and then telling them their services 
are not required. 

It seems that in Oakland certain 
large department stores notify sales 
girls to appear every morning of 
the week at 9 o’clock, for employ- 
ment. They respond, wait until 11 
o'clock and are then told, if they 
are not needed, to go home. These 
two hours are not paid for, yet it 
the girls do not appear their 
chance for employment is nil.

Protection of Stockholders 

In explaining the plan set up in 
the bill tor the protection of stock- 
holders and workers against abuse 
power by corporation officials, 
Senator O'Mahoney said: 

“Protection against the manipula- 
tion of corporate funds for the ben- 
efit of management and to the det- 
riment of the stockholder and the 
employe is provided by a_ provision 
that the surplus of corporations hay- 
ing more than a given number of 
employes shall not be permitted to 
accede a certain proportion of the 
Capital stock, and, when dividends 
have not exceeded 10 per cent of 
the par value of the outstanding 
stock, that the excess surplus should 
be distributed in dividends to the 
stockholders. 

Profit-Sharing 

“When, on the other hand, divi- 
dends have exceeded 10 per cent of 
their par value of the outstanding 
stock, provision is made for the 
adoption by the authority of the 
stockholders of a _ suitable  profit- 
sharing plan for the employes. 

“I call attention to the fact that 
this profit-sharing plan is to be 
adopted by authority of the stock- 
holders and not by imposition of the 
federal trade commission, Care is 
taken, however, to permit any cor- 
poration affected to apply to a Com- 
petent court to show that the sur- 
plus is needed for proper corporate 
purposes and may be so expended 
without endangering the minimum- 
Wage standards and the standards 
of maximum hours of employment 
established by virtue of the act.” 

The measure also includes a pro- 
vision which would make corpora- 
tion directors trustees for stockhold- 
ers and provides punitive damages 
for unconscionable profits which di- 
rectors may secure by means of 
their power to control the capital of

These flare-ups may look like jokes to some people, so 
long as they are perpetrated against small and poorly organ- 
ized groups, whose views are decidedly unpopular with those 
who are in control of affairs today, but if these vigilante 
winds, which plant seeds of distrust, hate and resentment, 
result in the harvesting of a whirlwind, as the direct and 
natural fruit of such trampling on the rights and liberties of

and those who are openly condoning their lawless acts may 
some day, in the not distant future, find themselves paying | 
dearly for what they are doing and condoning now. | 

Threats of lynching and bodily violence and actual raids | 
partaking of such lawless acts may result in cowing weak- | 
lings, who like barking dogs, know little or nothing else than | 
to make a lot of noise by spouting loud and long, but never | 
doing anything beyond talking. But when it comes to fight- | 
ing, the loudest talkers are usually the ones who are the first | 
to scamper to cover. 

The so-called radical noisemakers and spouters who may | 
be hushed temporarily by the lawless violence and threats of | 
the vigilantes of today are not the type, as a rule, that strikes | 
back very effectively and those directly affronted may never | 
themselves call to task those who are intimidating them to- | 
day. But just as there are dogs, who seldom bark but who | 
bite with the most unexpected suddenness, so there are fear- | 
less and unconquerable men who speak little and rant less, 
who have a way of rounding up whole armies of followers | 
on the spur of the moment and who strike with the fury and | 
the force of a whirlwind that rapidly develops into a cyclone. 

Such happenings are not imaginary vaporings. They are 
identically what have happened in by-gone days, when those | 
who were drunk with power and spoiled with total im- 
munity for their repeated breaches of existing law, were | 
called to task by those who had reason to think they might 
come next among the growing list of victims. 

History is filled with examples of what happens when | 
such abuses, long continued, reach the breaking point. There 
is the French revolution, where the enraged populace | 
stormed the Bastile, razing it to the ground and setting the | 
prisoners free, while the home of the king and queen of 
France was invaded and its occupants promptly beheaded. | 
The queen's head went as did that of her despotic husband | 
and while the reign of terrorism lasted the guillotine was | 
busy sending into eternity those who had upheld the prac- 
tices and injustices for which the king was executed. 

Then there was Russia. Overnight the rule of the Czar 
crumbled. The army deserted him and turned against him. 
Czar Nicholas, his queen and child were arrested, sent to 
Siberia, where all three were stood up and shot. In the mop- 
ping up process, which followed, thousands of the czar’s 
followers, who failed to get out of the country fast enough, 
likewise faced the firing squad. 

Do our fanatical vigilantes of today imagine they will 
be more secure when the pendulum starts swinging the 
other way than were Czar Nicholas and King Lous XIV? 


What good comes from these fanatical depredations of 
the vigilantes against individuals, whose offense consists of 
having unpopular opinions, which they insist on having a 
right to express? None, whatever. 

Legally the radicals have a right to talk and express their 
opinions, so long as they obey the laws under which we are 
governed, no matter how much we may disagree with their 
views. Neither vigilantes, nor anybody else, have any legal 
license nor moral right to interfere with that right. Anyone 
who does interfere with it, no matter under what pretext it 
may be done, is violating that part of the constitution of 
the United States which provides that no law shall be made 
“abridging the freedom of speech or of the press; or the 
right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the 
government for a redress of grievances.” 

The above is not quoted from the ravings or rantings of | 
some demagogue. It is the exact language of the constitu- | 
tion of the United States. a 

Those who are so willing to encourage the sowing of 
vigilante winds today may be reaping violent whirlwinds to- 
morrow, as a direct result of their present-day folly.
